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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-5 in the reply filed on February 
3, 2005 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 6-23 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1. 142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply v^th 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because 
reference character "20" has been used to designate both "recessed nameplate holder" on page 5 
and "end" on page 6.The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) . 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: "22". 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.12 1(d), or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 

1 .121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action.

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. It is unclear whether "the surface" is the edge surface or surface of the titanium. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Rosenblood et al. 
(2001/0004701). Rosenblood et al. disclose a method of forming a hand tool comprising 
providing a mold to produce the hand tool having at least two sections, and injecting a material 
into the mold, wherein a sharpened edge surface on the hand tool is defined by a surface formed 
by the parting line of the at least two sections [0073], As to claim 2, the hand tool is a dental 
scraper. As to claim 3 as vmderstood, the material is suitable for scraping titanium without 
damaging the surface. As to claim 4, patentable weight is not given to the intended use of the * 
hand tool' however, it is noted that it is capable of being disposable. As to claim 5, the tool 
comprises channels 38 formed in a handle portion. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Svanberg (5,682,665) and Goodman (2,677,843) are cited to show the state of the art 
with respect to method of forming a dental tool.
